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INTRODUCTORY  REMARKS. 


The  Church  Register  is  an  indispensable  part  of  Church  records.  A  growing  sense  of  its  import- 
ance has  for  a  long  time  been  manifest ;  and,  indeed,  it  is  clear  that  in  proportion  as  churches 
realize  that  they  are  properly  working  bodies,  they  must  also  feel  the  importance  of  such  full  and  methodi- 
cal records  and  registers  as  shall  keep  the  condition  of  their  work  ever  distinctly  in  view.  No  business 
corporation  thinks  of  dispensing  with  account  books.  There  can  be  no  question  that  care  to  secure  com- 
pleteness of  record,  helps  to  keep  alive,  in  both  ministers  and  churches,  a  sense  of  their  responsibilities, 
and  promotes  system  and  perseverance  in  Christian  labors.  It  was  with  the  feeling,  therefore,  that  we  were 
aiming  to  furnish  something  more  than  a  mere  convenience,  that  we  set  to  work  to  produce  as  good  a 
Church  Register  as  we  coulcL  The  book  which  we  here  offer  is  better,  we  suppose,  than  any  other  hitherto 
published. 

This  Register  provides  for  the  record  of  Pastors,  Deacons,  Church  Committees,  Sunday  School  Superin- 
tendents, Persons  in  charge  oj  various  departments  of  Church  Work,  Communicants,  Baptisms,  Marriages,  Deaths, 
Attendance  on  Public  Worship,  Delegates  to  Councils,  Delegates  to  Conferences,  and  finally,  of  Families,  and  of 
all  Transient  Persons  under  the  care  of  the  church. 

The  Register  of  Families  is  of  great  importance.  Properly  kept  and  studied,  it  would  be  full  of 
reminder  and  suggestion  ;  its  pages  crowded  with  family  history  and  individual  experience,  illustrations  of 
principles  and  methods  and  laws  divine.  This  "Register  of  Families"  is  combined  with  the  Church  Regis- 
ter when  desired,  and  is  also  issued  in  a  separate  volume  by  itself. 

SUGGESTIONS. 

1.  This  book  is  intended  as  a  permanent  record,  that  will  steadily  increase  in  value  with  the  lapse 
of  time.     It  should  therefore  be  kept  with  the  greatest  neatness  and  accuracy. 

2.  It  would  be  well  worth  while  to  be  at  considerable  pains,  if  necessary,  not  only  to  make  the  lists 
of  Pastors  and  Deacons  complete,  but  also  to  enter  all  the  particulars  for  which  place  is  provided. 

3.  In  the  Register  of  Church  Committees,  the  number  of  the  years  for  which  each  Committee  serves 
can  be  entered  above  the  names  for  the  year. 

4.  The  record  of  Attendance  on  Public  Worship  is  so  arranged  that  one  year  occupies  only  two  col- 
umns, or  half  a  page  •  and  the  aggregate  and  average  of  the  year  can  be  ascertained  with  the  greatest 
readiness.     It  would  be  well  to  enter  them  both  at  the  bottom. 

It  could  easily  be  made  the  duty  of  the  Sexton  to  count  the  persons  present  at  each  service,  and  hand 
in  the  result  to  the  pastor  at  the  close  of  the  clay.  Thus,  most  valuable  and  significant  statistics  would 
be  obtained  with  very  little  trouble. 

5.  In  the  Register  of  Councils,  it  will  be  sufficient  to  enter  the  "Purpose"  and  "Result"  very  briefly. 
In  the  right  hand  column  reference  may  be  made  to  documents  on  file  or  to  records,  more  fully  setting 
forth  the  facts. 

6.  It  seems  desirable  that  every  few  years,  the  Register  of  Families  should  be  printed — giving  the 
names  and  the  dates  of  joining  the  congregation  and  of  reception  to  the  communion  —  for  the  use  of 
the  people.  This  would  be  found  to  promote  the  acquaintance  and  mutual  interest  which  is  so  beneficial 
and  so  agreeable. 

It  will  be  observed  that  some  of  the  pages  are  ruJed  for  tn>o  families  and  others  for  four. 

7.  In  connection  with  the  Register  of  Marriages  will  be  found  a  digest  of  the  Marri.ige  Laws  of  various 
States  affording  such  information  as  all  persons  competent  to  pertbrm  the  ceremony  ought  to  possess.

DIGEST  OF  MARRIAGE  LAWS, 

PREPARED   FOR  THE  AMERICAN   CHURCH  REGISTER. 


The  following  extracts  from  the  laws  of  several  of  the  States,  pertaining 
to  the  solemnization  of  marriages,  are  here  given  as  interesting  to  Minister 
of  the  Gospel. 

MAINE. 

Everj'  ordained  minister  of  the  gospel,  and  every  person  licensed  to 
preach  b\'  an  association  of  ministers,  religious  seminary,  or  ecclesiastical 
body,  duly  appointed  and  commissioned  for  that  purpose  by  the  Governor 
and  Council,  may  solemnize  marriages  within  the  limits  of  their  appoint- 
ment. A  minister  wilfully  joining  persons  in  marriage,  contrarv'  to  law,  is 
liable  to  be  lined  one  hundred  dollars,  and  forbidden  to  again  solemnize 
marriages.  Such  an  one  so  forbidden,  solemnizing  a  marriage,  may  be 
fined  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  over  five 
years.  Such  ordained  or  licensed  minister  to  hold  his  office  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  Executive. 

Ministers  shall  first  require  a  Certificate  of  the  Clerk  of  the  city,  town 
or  plantation,  where  the  parties  respectively  reside,  or,  if  there  be  no  such 
Clerk,  then  of  the  Clerk  of  the  adjoining  town  or  plantation. 

Ministers  believing  parties  are  about  to  marrj-,  when  either  of  them 
cannot  lawfully  do  so,  may  file  a  caution,  and  the  reasons  theretbr,  in  the 
oHice  of  the  Clerk  where  notice  of  the  intentions  should  be  filed. 

Minister  to  keep  a  record,  date,  and  place  of  marriage,  the  name, 
residence,  and  otticial  station  of  the  person  by  whom  married,  the 
names  and  surnames  of  the  parties,  age,  color,  occupation  and  residence 
of  each,  condition — single  or  widowed  —  whether  first,  second,  or  other 
marriage,  and  the  occupation,  birth-place  and  name  of  parents  ;  and  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  April  of  each  year,  deliver  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
cit}',  town  or  plantation,  in  which  such  rite  was  performed,  a  copy  of 
such  record  for  the  year  ending  the  last  day  of  March.  Fine  of  ten 
dollars  for  not  complying  herewith. 

The  Secretary  of  State  to  furnish  the  necessary  blanks. 

Fee  of  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  for  solenanizing  and  certifying 
a  marriage. 

XEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

Marriages  may  be  solemnized  throughout  the  State  by  any  regularly 
ordained  minister  resident  in  the  State  and  in  regular  standing  in  his 
denomination  ;  and  within  his  parish  by  anv  such  minister  residing  out  of 
the  State,  but  having  a  pastoral  charge'  wholly  or  partly  in  this  State. 

Minister  to  require  a  Certificate  of  the  Clerk  of  the  town  where  parties 
dwell,  or  of  the  adjoining  town  if  no  clerk  in  their  own  town.  Minister 
to  forfeit  sixt\-  dollars  for  each  offence  of  joining  persons  in  marriage 
without  the  same. 

A  minister,  not  authorized,  joining  persons  in  marriage  shall  be  fined 
from  one  to  three  hundred  dollars. 

The  groom  and  bride,  before  the  marriage  is  solemnized,  should  sign  a 
Certificate  setting  forth  the  residence  of  groom  and  bride  ;  the  age,  color, 
occupation  and  birth-place  of  each  ;  groom's  fathers  name,  birth-place  and 
occupation ;  groom's  mothers  name  and  birth-place ;  brides  fathers 
name,  birth-place  and  occupation  ;  bride's  mother's  name  and  birth-place  ; 
number  of  marriage  of  bride  and  groom.  This  Certificate  should  be  given 
the  clergjman,  who  is  to  sign  the  same  and  return  it  to  the  Registrar 
or  Clerk  of  the-  city  or  town  in  which  the  marriage  takes  place,  in  the 
month  of  April  next  succeeding  the  marriage. 

Fee  for  solemnizing  marriage,  one  dollar. 

VERMONT. 

Any  regularly  ordained  minister  of  the  gospel,  resident  in  the  State  and 
continuing  to  preach  the  gospel  and  perlorm  the  functions  of  his  office, 
may  solemnize  marriages  throughout  the  State ;  and  he  may  require 
testimony  under  oath,  which  oath  he  may  administer,  as  to  the  occupa- 
tion, age,  residence  and  relationship  of  the  parties. 

Any  minister  of  the  gospel  solemnizing  a  marriage  between  parties 
either  of  whom  shall  lie  minors,  or  for  any  cause  under  guardianship, 
without  the  written  consent  of  the  guardian  or  guardians  of  such  parties, 
or,  in  case  of  a  town  pauper,  without  the  written  consent  of  the  Select- 
men or  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  each  of  the  towns  where  said  parties 
reside,  or  which  are  liable  for  the  support  of  the  same,  shall  be  subject  to 
fine  or  imprisonment. 

The  minister  shall  not  solemnize  a  marriage  when  the  male  is  less  than 
twenty-one  or  the  female  than  eighteen  years  of  age,  unless  the  parent  or 
guardian  of  such  minor,  if  there  be  any  competent  to  act  in  the  State, 
shall  be  present  at  such  marriage  and  assent  thereto,  or  shall  have  given 
his  consent  in  writing. 

Minister  to  keep  a  record  of  each  marriage  in  the  form  following.

A  copy  of  the  record  for  the  year  next  preceding  the  first  r,{  January 
shall  annually  in  the  month  of  Januarj',  or  from  time  to  time,  be  returned 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  town  in  which  the  marriage  was  solemnized,  under 
penalty  for  neglect  of  ten  dollars. 

For  joining  persons  in  marriage  contrary  to  law,  the  jienalty  is  a  fine 
of  from  twenty  to  one  hundred  dollars. 

A  minister  solemnizing  a  marriage,  knowing  he  is  not  authorized  so  to 
do,  is  liable  to  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  a  fine  of  from 
one  hundred  to  three  hundred  dollars. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

Any  regularly  ordained  minister,  resident  in  the  State  and  performing 
the  functions  of  his  office,  may  solemnize  marriages  throughout  the  State  ; 
but  the  same  shall  be  solemnized  in  the  city  or  town  where  the  minister 
resides,  or  one  or  both  of  the  parties. 

Clergs-man  must  first  require  the  Certificate  of  the  Registrar  or  Clerk 
of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  parties  respectively  dwell,  if  within  the 
State,  before  solemnizing  the  marriage.  If  there  is  no  such  Clerk  or 
Registrar  in  the  place  of  their  residence,  the  Certificate  of  such  officer  of 
an  adjoining  city  or  town  must  be  furnished.  Said  Certificate,  or  a  certified 
copy,  must  be  returned  by  the  clergyman  to  the  Registrar  or  Clerk  of  the 
town  or  city  in  which  the  marriage  took  place,  on  or  before  the  tenth  day 
of  the  month  next  following.  A  record  of  the  facts  contained  in  such 
Certificate  shall  be  also  kept  by  the  clergj-man.  If  neither  of  the  parties 
reside  in  such  town  or  city,  a  copy  of  said  Certificate  is  also  to  be 
returned  to  the  city  or  town  in  which  one  or  both  of  the  parties  resides. 
The  penalt\-  for  not  making  such  returns  is  a  fine  not  less  than  twenty 
nor  more  than  a  hundred  dollars. 

Xo  minister  having  reasonable  cause  to  suppose  either  of  the  parties 
to  be  under  age,  to  wit :  the  male  under  twenr\  -one  and  the  female  under 
eighteen  jears  of  age,  shall  solemnize  their  marriage  without  the  consent 
of  the  parent  or  guardian  having  the  custody  of  the  minor,  if  there  is  any 
competent  in  the  State  to  act. 

A  minister  knowingly  joining  persons  in  marriage  contrary  to  law,  shall 
forfeit  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars.  If  he  joins 
p>ersons  in  marriage  knowing  he  is  not  authorized  to  perform  such  rite,  he 
shall  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  be  fined  not  less  than 
fifty  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars. 

Xo  marriage  between  parties  livmg  without  the  Commonwealth  shall  be 
solemnized  till  they  shall  have  delivered  to  the  minister  in  whose  presence 
t^ie  marriage  is  to  be  contracted,  a  Certificate  from  the  Clerk  or  Registrar 
of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  marriage  is  to  be  solemnized.  The 
penalt}'  for  non-compliance  herewith  is  a  fine  not  less  than  fiftj-  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Fee  for  solemnizing  and  certifying  a  marriage  is  one  dollar  and  twenty- 
five  cents. 

RHODE  ISLAND. 

.\ny  ordained  minister  or  elder  of  any  religious  denomination  who  shall 
be  domiciled  in  this  State  may  join  persons  in  marriage  in  any  town  of 
the  State. 

A  person  joining  in  marriage  a  white  person  and  a  negro,  Indian  or 
mulatto,  shall  be  subject  to  penalty  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

Minister  or  elder  shall  not  join  any  persons  in  marriage  till  they  first 
sign  and  deliver  to  the  same  a  Certificate  setting  forth  the  names  and 
surnames  of  the  parties,  the  age,  color,  occupation,  birthplace  and  resi- 
dence of  each,  whether  either  or  both  have  been  before  married,  and  if 
so,  whether  it  is  the  first,  second,  third,  or  other  marriage,  and  the  names, 
occupations,  and  birthplace  of  each  parent. 

If  any  person  shall  have  a  lawful  objection  to  the  marriage  of  any  two 
persons,  he  may  state  the  same  in  writing,  under  his  hand,  to  the  minister 
or  elder  about  to  solemnize  the  same  ;  and  such  minister  or  elder  shall 
proceed  no  further  till  such  objection  be  removed. 

Every  minister  or  elder '  who  shall  be  convicted  of  joining  persons  in 
marriage  without  having  first  received  said  Certificate,  or  when  such 
objection  has  been  made  and  the  impediment  not  removed,  shall  be  im- 
prisoned not  over  six  months  or  fined  not  over  one  thousand  dollars. 

Ever)-  minister  or  elder  who  shall  be  convicted  of  joining  in  marriage 
any  man  or  woman  whom  he  knows  to  have  a  husband  or  wile  living,  or 
to  have  had  a  husband  or  wife,  whom  he  does  not  know  to  be  dead,  in 
fact  or  in  law,  or  any  person  whom  he  knows  not  to  have  been  lawfully 
divorced,  shall  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  si.x  months  or  fined  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars. 

The  solemnization  of  marriages  shall  be  in  the  presence  of  at  least  two 
witnesses  besides  the  officiating  minister  or  elder. 

Ever)-  minister  or  elder  shall  make  a  faithful  record  of  all  marriages  by 
him  solemnized  in  manner  as  prescribed  in  certain  blank  terms  to  be  fur- 
nished on  application  by  the  Secrctar\-  of  State,  and  make  return  of  the 
same  on  or  before  the  second  Monday  of  everv  month,  for  the  last  pre- 
ceding month,  to  the  Clerk  of  the  town  in  which  such  rite  shall  have  been 
performed,  with  the  names  of  the  two  witnesses.  Fine  of  not  over  twenty 
doll.irs  for  non-compliance. 

Ever\-  minister  or  elder  shall  cause  his  name  and  residence  to  be  recorded 
in  his  town  Clerk's  office. 


CONNECTICUT. 

Ordained  ministers  of  this  State,  or  any  other  State,  as  long  as  they 
continue  in  the  work  of  the  ministry,  and  any  clergyman  regularly  licensed 
according  to  the  forms  and  usages  of  the  denomination  to  which  he  belongs, 
located  in  any  society  in  this  State,  upon  an  engagement  to  continue  as 
minister  of  such  society  for  a  term  of  time  not  less  than  six  months,  and 
having  charge  thereof,  may  join  persons  in  marriage. 

Any  person  as  aforesaid  who  shall  unite  parties  in  marriage  without 
having  first  received  a  certificate  from  the  Registrar  of  the  town  in  which 
the  same  is  to  be  solemnized,  shall  forfeit  one  hundred  dollars. 

The  person  performing  the  ceremony  shall  endorse  the  fact  upon  such 
certificate,  stating  the  time  and  place  of  such  marriage,  and  attaching  his 
signature  thereto,  and  return  the  same  to  the  Registrar  of  the  town  in 
which  it  was  issued,  before,  or  during,  the  first  week  of  the  calendar  month 
next  succeeding  such  marriage  ;  and  upon  failure  thereof  shall  forfeit  ten 
dollars. 

Whoever  undertakes  to  join  persons  in  marriage  knowing  he  is  not 
authorized  so  to  do,  shall  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars, 
or  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both. 


NEW  YORK. 

No  particular  form  of  marriage,  except  that  the  parties,  in  presence  of 
at  least  two  witnesses  besides  the  minister,  shall  declare  they  take  each 
other  as  husband  and  wife. 

Ministers  of  the  gospel  and  priests  of  every  denomination  may  solemnize 
marriages. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  minister  to  ascertain  the  christian  and  surname 
of  the  parties  ;  their  respective  places  of  residence  ;  that  they  are  of  sufficient 
age  to  be  capable  in  law  of  contracting  marriage  ;  the  names  and  places  of 
residence  of  two  of  the  attesting  witnesses,  if  more  than  one  be  present;  if 
not,  the  name  and  place  of  residence  of  the  one  present.  These  facts  he 
shall  enter,  with  the  date  of  the  marriage,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him 
for  that  purpose.    He  shall  also  be  satisfied  of  the  identity  of  the  parties. 

If  a  minister  solemnize  a  marriage  when  either  of  the  parties,  within  his 
knowledge,  shall  be  under  the  age  of  legal  consent,  or  an  idiot  or  lunatic  ; 
or  when,  within  his  knowledge,  any  legal  impediment  exists,  he  shall  be 
punished  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both. 

The  minister,  on  request,  shall  furnish  to  either  party  a  certificate  under 
his  hand,  specifying  the  names  and  places  of  residence,  of  parties  married  ; 
that  they  were  known  to  him,  or  proved  by  the  oath  of  a  person  knowing 
them  to  be  the  persons  described  in  the  certificate  ;  that  they  are  of 
sufficient  age  ;  the  names  and  residence  of  the  attesting  witness  or  wit- 
nesses ;  and  that,  after  due  inquiry,  there  appeared  no  lawful  impediment  to 
the  marriage. 

Such  certificate  may  be  filed  within  six  months  by  the  minister,  with 
the  town  or  city  clerk,  if  there  be  endorsed  on  it  a  certificate  of  a  mag- 
istrate of  the  same  county  as  the  clerk,  setting  forth  that  the  minister  is' 
personally  known  to  said  magistrate  and  has  acknowledged  the  execution 
of  the  certificate  in  his  presence  ;  or  that  the  execution  of  said  certificate 
was  proved  by  the  oath  of  a  person  known  to  him  who  saw  it  executed. 

Clergymen  shall  keep  a  registry,  noting  name  and  surname  of  parties, 
ages,  time  of  marriage,  places  of  birth  and  residence,  and  the  condition 
of  each,  whether  single  or  widowed.  The  clerks  of  their  school  districts 
shall  be  permitted  to  examine  such  registry,  and  furnished  with  proper 
information  in  making  their  returns.  A  clergyman  for  solemnizing  a  mar- 
riage and  duly  recording  the  same,  shall  receive,  from  the  parties,  at  least 
one  dollar,  out  of  which  he  shall  pay  the  fee  for  recording.  For  non- 
compliance herewith,  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars. 


NEW  JERSEY. 

Every  stated  and  ordained  minister  of  the  gospel  is  authorized  and 
empowered  to  solemnize  marriages  between  such  persons  as  may  lawfully 
enter  into  matrimonial  relation. 

No  such  person  shall  join  in  marriage  any  male  under  twenty-one,  or 
female  under  eighteen  years  of  age,  unless  the  parent  or  parents,  guardian 
or  guardians,  or  person  or  persons,  under  whose  care  and  government  such 
minor  or  minors  shall  be,  be  present  and  consent  thereto,  or  unless  the 
■minor  produce  a  certificate  under  the  hand  of  such  parent  or  parents, 
guardian  or  guardians,  or  if  there  is  no  parent  or  guardian,  then  of  the 
person  or  persons  having  his  or  her  care  or  government,  proven  to  be 
genuine  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  at  least  one  person  of  full  age  and 
discretion,  present  at  the  signing  of  the  same  and  affixing  his  name  as 
witness  ;  which  oath  may  be  administered  by  the  minister,  and  must 
be  entered  on  the  back  of  the  certificate ;  the  minister  may  also  put  the 
parties  on  their  oath  as  to  their  age,  and  make  and  return  a  certificate 
thereof  in  the  same  manner.  Forfeiture  of  three  hundred  dollars  for  non- 
compliance. 

A  minister  who  shall  marry  any  minor  or  minors,  by  virtue  of  a 
certificate  had  and  proved  as  above,  shall  register  the  same  or  cause  it  to 
be  registered  in  a  book  by  him  to  be  kept,  for  registering  marriages,  and, 
within  three  months,  transmit  the  original  certificate  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
county  in  which  the  marriage  was  solemnized. 

The  minister  sh.all  make  and  keep  a  record  of  all  marriages  solemnized 
before  him  and  transmit  a  certificate  of  each  marriage,  (containing  both 
christian  and  surname)  within  six  months  after  solemnization,  to  the 
Clerk  of  Common  Pleas  for  the  county  in  which  the  marriage  was 
solemnized,  under  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  neglect. 


Minister  to  collect  twelve  cents  of  parties  married,  to  pay  for  recording. 

Minister  shall,  between  the  first  and  tenth  day  of  each  month,  return 
a  copy  of  the  record  of  marriages  for  the  next  preceding  month,  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  township  in  which  the  same  were  solemnized,  under  penalty 
of  ten  dollars  for  every  neglect. 

Minister  wilfully  and  knowingly  making  a  false  return  of  a  marriage,  shall 
be  guilty  of  misdemeanor,  and  punishable  at  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 


PENNSYLVANIA. 

All  marriages  shall  be  solemnized  by  taking  each  other  for  husband  and 
wife  before  twelve  sufficient  witnesses. 

If  convenient,  parents  or  guardians  to  be  first  consulted,  and  the  parties' 
clearness  from  all  engagements  certified  by  some  credible  person's  certifi- 
cate, where  the  parties  have  lived  or  do  live. 

Intentions  of  marriage  to  be  affixed  on  the  court-house  or  meeting-house 
doors  in  the  respective  counties  of  the  parties,  one  month  before  solemni- 
zation, such  publication  having  first  been  dated  and  subscribed  by  one  or 
more  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  respective  counties  of  the  parties. 

No  person  shall  publish  the  bans  of  matrimony  or  intentions  of  marriage 
in  any  church,  chapel  or  place  of  worship,  unless  one  of  the  parties,  at 
least,  lives  in  the  town,  county  or  city,  where  such  publication  shall  be 
made,  and  unless  the  person  or  persons  making  or  causing  to  be  made 
such  publication,  shall  have  received  a  certificate  of  consent  of  the  parent, 
guardian,  master  or  mistress,  if  such  live  within  the  province. 

Marriages  of  non-residents  not  to  be  published. 

If  any  minister  oi;  other  person  shall  join  parties  in  marriage  before 
such  publication,  or  shall  sign,  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  any  publication 
contrary  to  law,  he  shall  for  each  offence  forfeit  fiifty  pounds. 

Every  person  having  in  his  possession  the  record  of  marriages  kept  by 
a  minister  of  the  gospel  shall,  on  application  and  the  payment  of  fifty 
cents  to  him,  deliver  to  the  applicant  a  full  transcript  of  the  record  or 
entry  in  any  particular  case  with  a  proper  certificate  of  its  correctness. 
Fifty  dollars  fine  for  non-compliance. 

Any  clergyman  who  shall  perform  the  marriage  ceremony  for  parties, 
either  of  whom  is  intoxicated,  shall  on  conviction  pay  a  fine  of  fifty 
dollars,  and  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  sixty  days. 

Clergymen,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July,  shall  report  their  names 
and  places  of  residence  to  the  health  officer  ;  if  any  such  remove,  it  shall 
be  their  duty  to  notify  such  officer  within  thirty  days. 

Clergymen  shall  make  a  faithful  return  of  marriages  solemnized  by 
them,  at  the  expiration  of  every  three  mouths,  to  the  health  ofticer,  in  the 
form  of  a  certificate,  which  shall  set  forth  the  full  name  of  the  husband, 
his  occupation,  birth-place,  age  and  residence,  date  of  marriage,  full  name 
of  wife  previous  to  said  marriage,  her  age,  the  color  of  parties,  place  and 
name  of  clergyman  performing  the  ceremony.  Ten  dollars  forfeit  for 
non-compliance. 

The  health  officer  to  furnish  clergymen  with  necessary  blanks. 


OHIO. 

Any  ordained  minister  of  any  religious  society  or  congregation  within 
the  State  who  has  or  may  hereafter  have  a  license  for  that  purpose,  may 
join  together  persons  as  husband  and  wife. 

The  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  any  county  in  which  the  minister  officiates 
shall  give  to  such  minister  a  license  to  solemnize  marriages  within  the 
State  as  long  as  he  shall  continue  a  regular  minister,  on  his  producing  to 
the  Court  credentials  of  his  being  a  regularly  ordained  minister  of  any 
religious  society  or  congregation. 

The  minister  shall  produce  his  license  to  the  clerk  _  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  in  every  county  in  which  he  shall  solemnize  a  marriage. 

Previously  to  joining  persons  in  marriage  notice  thereof  shall  be  pubhshed 
(in  the  presence  of  the  congregation)  on  two  different  days  of  public  wor- 
ship ;  the  first  publication  to  "be  at  least  ten  days  before  such  m.arriage, 
within  the  county  where  the  female  resides  ;  or  a  license  shall  be  obtained 
for  that  purpose  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  where 
such  female  resides.    The  Probate  Court  may  also  grant  licenses. 

Every  minister  shall,  within  three  months  after  solemnizing  a  marriage, 
transmit  a  certificate  of  the  same,  by  him  signed,  to  the  Probate  Judge  of 
the  county  wherein  the  marriage  license  was  issued.  Fifty  dollars  forfeit 
for  non-compliance. 

Any  minister  solemnizing  a  marriage  contrary  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  the  marriage  act,  shall,  on  conviction,  forfeit  and  pay  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars ;  any  person  not  legally  authorized  to 
solemnize  marriages  undertaking  to  do  the  same,  shall,  on  conviction, 
forfeit  and  pay  five  hundred  dollars. 

Any  minister  before  solemnizing  the  marriage  of  a  male  less  than  twenty- 
one,  or  a  female  less  than  eighteen  years  of  age,  (except  in  cases  where 
license  of  court  has  been  obtained,)  shall  be  satisfied  that  intentions  of 
such  marriage  have  been  duly  published,  and  that  the  consent  of  their 
parents  or  guardian  has  been  obtained,  by  acknowledgment  before  such 
minister,  or  by  a  certificate  under  the  hand  of  such  parent  or  guardian, 
attested  by  at  least  one  credible  witness,  who  shall  be  present  to  satisfy 
such  minister  that  such  certificate  was  actually  signed  by  the  parent  or 
guardian. 

Any  minister  who  shall  knowingly  solemnize  a  marriage  between  a 
person  of  pure  white  blood  and  any  negro  or  person  having  a  distinct 
and  visible  admi.xture  of  African  blood,  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  exceeding  three  months,  or  both. 


INDIANA. 

Marriages  may  be  solemnized  by  ministers  of  the  gospel  and  priests  of 
every  church  throughout  the  State. 

Every  person  who  shall  knowingly  counsel,  or  in  any  manner  assist  in 
any  marriage  between  any  person  having  one-eighth  part  or  more  of  negro 
blood,  and  any  white  person,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 

Parties  intending  marriage  shall  first  obtain  a  license  from  the  Clerk  of 
the  Circuit  Court  of  the  county  in  which  the  female  resides. 

Person  solemnizing  the  marriage  shall,  within  three  months  thereafter, 
file  a  Certiticate  thereof  in  the  Clerk's  office  of  the  county  in  which  such 
marriage  was  solemnized.    Fine  of  five  dollars  for  each  month's  delay. 

Any  person  solemnizing  a  marriage  contrary  to  law  shall,  upon  conviction, 
be  fined  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars. 

Any  person  undertaking  to  join  others  in  marriage,  knowing  he  is  not 
lawfully  authorized  so  to  do,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  not  less  than 
fifty  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  in  addition  may  be  imprisoned 
not  over  three  months. 

MICHIGAN. 

Male  at  eighteen  and  female  at  si.xteen  years  of  age  capable  in  law  of 
contracting  marriage. 

Ministers  regularly  ordained,  resident  in  the  State,  and  continuing 
preachers  of  the  gospel,  may  solemnize  marriages  throughout  the  State. 

Before  solemnizing  a  marriage,  the  minister  must  examine  at  least  one 
of  the  parties  on  oath,  to  be  administered  by  the  minister,  as  to  the  legality 
of  the  marriage. 

No  particular  form  of  sojymnization  necessary  except  that  the  parties 
shall  solemnly  declare,  in  the  presence  of  the  minister  and  the  attending 
witnesses,  (of  which  there  must  be  two  besides  the  minister,)  that  they 
take  each  other  as  husband  and  wife. 

The  minister  shall  inake  a  record  of  each  marriage  solemnized  by  him, 
showing  the  date  and  place  of  marriage,  the  christian  and  surname  of  the 
bridegroom  and  bride,  the  age  and  place  of  birth  of  each,  the  residence 
of  each  at  the  time  of  the  marriage,  the  occupation  of  the  bridegroom,  and 
the  name  and  official  station  of  the  person  by  or  before  whom  they  were 
married,  the  names  and  residence  of  at  least  two  witnesses  present  at 
such  marriage,  and  the  date  when  such  record  was  made  ;  and  shall  at  the 
time  such  marriage  is  solemnized,  deliver,  on  demand,  to  either  of  the 
parties  so  joined  in  marriage,  a  Certificate  of  such  marriage  containing  all 
the  facts  in  relation  thereto,  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  within  ninety  days 
deliver  to  the  Clerk  of  the  county  in  which  such  marriage  was  solemnized, 
a  certified  copy  of  such  record,  and  at  the  same  time  pay  to  the  Clerk 
twenty-five  cents  for  recording  the  same. 

Every  minister  of  the  gospel  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  a 
record  of  such  marriage,  or  deliver  to  the  county  Clerk  where  the  marriage 
took  place,  a  certified  copy  of  such  record,  or  shall  refuse,  on  demand,  to 
deliver  to  the  parties  the  Certificate  thereof,  or  who  shall  wilfully  make  a 
false  or  fictitious  entry  in  his  record  of  marriages,  or  in  the  certified  copy 
of  such  record  delivered  to  the  county  Clerk,  or  in  the  Certificates  delivered 
to  the  parties,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  in  default  of  not  paying  the  same,  be  imprisoned  till  the  same 
is  paid,  but  not  to  exceed  ninety  days. 

Any  minister  joining  persons  in  marriage  contrary  to  law,  shall  forfeit 
not  e.xceeding  five  hundred  dollars. 

Any  person  undertaking  to  join  persons  in  marriage,  knowing  he  is  not 
authorized  so  to  do,  or  knowing  of  any  legal  impediment  to  the  marriage, 
shall,  on  conviction,  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  one  year, 
or  by  fine  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by  both. 

ILLINOIS. 

All  males  over  seventeen  and  females  over  fourteen  years  of  age  may 
contract  marriage. 

Any  person  authorized  to  solemnize  marriages  joining  in  marriage  any 
colored  person,  negro,  or  mulatto  with  a  white  person,  shall  be  fined,  on 
conviction,  not  less  than  two  hundred  dollars. 

All  persons  belonging  to  any  religious  society,  church  or  denomination, 
may  celebrate  their  marriage  according  to  the  rules  of  such  society,  church 
or  denomination  ;  and  a  Certificate  signed  by  the  regular  minister  thereof 
shall  be  evidence  of  such  marriage. 

Any  persons  wishing  to  marry,  or  be  joined  in  marriage,  may  go  before 
any  regular  minister  of  the  gospel  in  regular  standing  in  the  church  or 
society  to  which  they  belong,  and  celebrate  or  declare  their  marriage  in 
such  manner  and  form  as  shall  be  most  agreeable. 

Any  minister  of  the  gospel  celebrating  any  marriage  shall  make  a 
Certificate  thereof  and  return  the  same,  with  the  license,  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  County  Commissioners  Court  issuing  such  license,  within  thirty  days. 

Any  minister  not  making  such  return  duly  shall  be  fined  one  hundred 
dollars  for  each  neglect ;  any  minister  solemnizing  marriages  without  such 
license  shall  be  fined  one  hundred  dollars. 

No  persons  shall  be  joined  in  marriage  unless  their  intentions  to  marry 
shall  have  been  published  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  marriage  in  the 
church  or  congregation  to  which  the  parties,  or  one  of  them,  belong;  or 
unless  such  persons  have  obtained  a  license. 

In  all  cases  where  publication  has  not  been  made,  the  parties  shall 
obtain  a  license  from  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Commissioners  Court  of  the 
county  where  the  marriage  is  to  take  place  ;  which  license  shall  authorize 
any  minister  of  the  gospel,  in  regular  standing  with  his  church  or  society, 
to  celebrate  and  certify  the  marriage. 

In  all  cases  where  either  party  is  a  minor,  the  consent  of  parents  or 
guardians  must  be  first  obtained. 


WISCONSIN 

Marriages  may  be  solemnized  throughout  the  .State  by  any  ordained 
minister  of  the  gospel  in  regular  communion  with  any  religious  society, 
who  continues  to  be  a  preacher  of  the  gospel. 

Ministers  shall  first  file  a  copy  of  their  credentials  of  ordination  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  some  county  in  this  .State,  who  shall  record 
the  same  and  give  a  Certificate  thereof ;  and  the  place  where  such 
credentials  are  recorded  shall  be  endorsed  upon  each  Certificate  of 
marriage  gr.anted  by  any  minister  and  recorded  with  the  same. 

Before  solemnizing  the  marriage,  the  minister  shall  examine  at  least  one 
of  the  parties  on  oath,  which  oath  he  may  administer,  as  to  the  legality 
of  such  intended  marriage  ;  and  in  no  case  shall  he  solemnize  the  same 
unless  satisfied  there  is  no  impediment. 

No  particular  form  of  marriage  ceremony  ;  must  be  at  least  two  witnesses 
present  besides  the  minister. 

If  requested,  the  minister  shall  give  each  of  the  parties  a  Certificate  of 
the  marriage,  specifying  the  names  and  residence  of  the  parties,  and  of  at 
least  two  of  the  witnesses,  and  the  time  and  place  of  the  marriage  ;  and 
also  stating  that  he  h.ad  examined  on  oath  one  or  both  of  the  parties,  and 
tound  no  legal  impediment  to  their  marriage  ;  and  when  the  consent  of 
the  parent  or  guardian  is  necessary  (as  when  the  male  is  under  twenty- 
one  or  the  female  under  eighteen  years  of  age)  that  the  same  was  duly 
given. 

If  the  male  is  under  twenty-one  or  the  female  under  eighteen  years  of 
age  and  shall  not  have  had  a  former  wife  or  husband,  the  consent  of  the 
parent  or  guardian,  if  either  is  living  within  this  State,  shall  be  produced 
to  the  minister  solemnizing  the  marriage.  If  in  writing,  it  shall  be 
attested  by  two  witnesses,  one  of  whom  shall  appear  and  make  oath 
before  the  minister  that  he  saw  the  license  executed. 

Every  clergyman  solemnizing  a  marriage  shall  at  once  make  a  record 
of  the  same  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  within  thirty  days 
thereafter,  return  the  same  in  the  form  of  a  Certificate,  duly  signed  by  himself, 
to  the  Registrar  of  the  county  in  which  the  marriage  shall  have  been 
solemnized.  .Such  Certificate  shall  set  forth  the  full  name  of  the  husband, 
his  occupation,  the  name  of  his  place  of  birth  and  residence,  the  full 
name  of  the  wife  before  the  marriage,  the  names  of  the  parents  of  said 
husband  and  of  said  w  ife,  the  color  of  the  parties,  and  the  time  and  place 
where,  and  qeremony  by  which  such  marriage  was  contracted,  and  the 
place  of  residence  of  the  clergyman.  Fine  of  not  over  eight  hundred 
dollars  and  imprisonment  not  over  seven  years  for  false  return ;  for 
neglecting  to  make  a  return,  forfeit  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

For  solemnizing  a  marriage  contrary  to  law,  or  for  wilfully  making 
a  false  Certificate,  a  forfeit  of  not  over  one  hundred  dollars  or  imprisonment 
not  over  one  year. 

For  undertaking  to  join  in  marriage  not  being  lawfully  authorized  to  do 
so,  or  knowing  any  legal  inpediment  to  exist,  punishment,  on  conviction, 
of  imprisonment  not  more  than  one  year,  or  a  fine  not  less  than  fifty  nor 
more  th.in  five  hundred  dollars,  or  both. 

Every  clergyman  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October,  return  his 
name  and  residence  to  the  Registrar  of  the  county  in  which  he  may  reside 
and  shall,  on  his  removal  to  any  other  place,  within  thirty  days,  notify  the 
Registrar. 

MINNESOTA. 

Any  ordained  minister  in  regular  communion  with  any  religious  society 
may  solemnize  marriages. 

Ministers  of  the  gospel  shall  first  file  a  copy  of  their  credentials  of 
ordination  with  the  Clerk  of  the  District  Court  of  some  County  in  the  .^tate 
who  shall  record  the  same  and  give  a  Certificate  thereof;  and  the  place 
where  such  credentials  are  recorded  shall  be  endorsed  on  each  Certificate 
given  by  any  minister. 

Parties  shall  first  get  a  license  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Uist.ict  Court  in 
the  county  where  the  female  resides,  or  if  not  a  resident  of  the  State, 
from  the  Clerk  where  the  marriage  is  to  take  place,  but  if  there  be  no  such 
clerk  there,  or  where  the  marriage  is  to  be  solemnized,  then  no  liceiise 
is  required.  Parties  m.ay  be  examined  under  oath  by  the  minister,  (who 
may  administer  the  same,>  as  to  the  legality  of  the  marriage. 

Certificate  of  marriage  signed  by  the  minister  sh.all  be  sent  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  District  Court  where  the  marriage  was  solemnized  within  two 
months  ;  if  there  be  no  Clerk,  then  within  two  months  after  there  is  such 
an  officer.  Fifty  dollars  forfeit  for  failure  to  return  such  Certificate  to  the 
Clerk. 

A  fine  of  not  over  one  thousand  nor  less  than  one  hundred  dolLirs  for 
knowingly  solemnizing  a  marriage  contrary  to  law.  One  not  legally 
authorized  to  solemnize  marri.ages,  but  undertaking  so  to  do,  shall  be  fined 
five  hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  over  six  months. 

No  particular  form  of  marriage  ;  must  Ix;  in  presence  of  two  witnesses 
besides  the  minister. 

Minister  shall  give  the  parties,  on  request,  a  Certificate,  specit'ying  the* 
names  and  residence  of  parties,  and  of  at  least  two  witnesses  present,  the 
time  and  place  of  such  marraige.  that  on  examination  no  legal  imjicdiment 
to  the  marriage  wxs  found,  and  that  the  consent  of  the  guardian  or  parents 
had  been  obtained,  when  the  male  m,ay  have  been  under  twenty-one  and 
the  female  eighteen  years  of  age, 

Everv  person  solemnizing  a  marriage  shall  make  a  record  thereof,  and 
within  one  month  make  and  deliver  to  the  Clerk  of  the  District  Court  of 
the  county  where  the  marriage  took  place  a  Certificate  under  his  hand 
containing  the  particul.ars  mentioned  in  the  preceding  paragraph.  Clerk 
to  receive  twenty-five  cents  trom  clergyman  for  record,  to  be  repaid  by  the 
parties. 

For  not  making  return,  fine  of  from  twenty-five  to  one  hundred  dollars. 


IOWA. 

Marriages  may  be  solemnized  by  any  officiating  minister  of  the  gospel, 
ordained  or  licensed  according  to  the  usages  of  his  denomination. 

Parties  must  first  obtain  a  license  from  the  Judge  of  the  County  Court 
of  the  county  wherein  the  marriage  is  to  be  solemnized. 

A  person  solemnizing  marriages  without  such  license  given  is  guilty  of  mis- 
demeanor ;  or  in  any  way  not  prescribed  by  law  shall  forfeit  fifty  dollars. 
He  must  give  to  each  of  the  parties,  on  request,  a  Certificate  of  marriage. 

A  person  solemnizing  marriages  shall  forfeit  ninety  dollars  unless  within 
ninety  days  he  make  return  to  the  County  Court  of  the  names  of  parties, 
time  and  place  of  marriage,  under  his  signature. 

Fee  of  two  dollars  for  solemnizing  a  marriage  and  making  return. 

MISSOURI. 

Any  licensed  or  ordained  preacher  of  the  gospel  may  solemnize  marriages. 

No  male  under  twenty-one  or  female  under  eighteen  years  of  age  shall 
be  joined  in  marriage,  unless  the  parent,  guardian,  or  other  persons 
having  the  care  and  government  of  the  minor,  shall  be  present  and  give 
consent ;  or  unless  the  minor  applying  shall  produce  a  Certificate  in 
writing  under  the  hand  of  the  parent,  guardian,  or  other  persons  having 
the  care  and  government,  which  Certificate  shall  be  proved  genuine  by 
the  oath  or  affirmation  of  a  person  of  full  age  and  discretion  present  at 
the  signing  of  the  same  and  affixing  his  or  her  name. 

Any  person  marrying  a  minor  by  virtue  of  such  Certificate,  shall  register 
the  same  in  a  book  and  within  three  months  transmit  the  Certificate  to 
the  County  Recorder.  Any  person  joining  in  marriage  such  minors 
without  such  Certificate,  or  the  presence  and  consent  of  the  parent, 
guardian,  or  other  persons  (as  aforesaid)  shall  forfeit  three  hundred  dollars. 

Every  preacher  of  the  gospel  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  marriages  by  him 
solemnized,  and  witliin  three  months  transmit  a  Certificate  of  every 
marriage  (containing  christian  and  surname)  to  the  Recorder  of  the  county  in 
which  the  marriage  took  place.  Fifty  dollars  fine  for  not  making  such 
return. 

The  party  married  to  pay  the  preacher  fifty  cents  to  be  paid  the 
Recorder. 

Any  person  making  a  false  return  of  marriage  or  pretended  marriage  to 
the  Recorder  shall  be  guilty  of  misdemeanor. 

Any  person  solemnizing  a  marriage  of  minors  contrary  to  law,  shall,  on 
conviction,  be  imprisoned  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  six  months. 

When  the  record  of  a  marriage  has  been  lost  or  destroyed,  it  may  be 
supplied  by  the  minister  who  solemnized  the  same,  by  filing  in  the 
Recorder's  office  a  Certificate  showing  the  names  of  the  persons  by  him 
married,  the  date  of  the  marri.age,  and  the  countv  in  which  it  was  solemnized. 

Every  person  who  shall  solemnize  a  marriage  having  knowledge  of  any 
facts  which  render  such  marriage  criminal  in  either  party,  or  where  either 
party  is  not  of  the  age  of  consent,  or  where  any  legal  impediment  exists, 
shall,  on  conviction,  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  fined  not 
less  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  both. 

CALIFORNIA. 

Clergymen  of  any  denomination  or  licensed  preachers  of  the  gospel 
may  solemnize  marriages. 

No  persons  shall  be  joined  in  marriage  till  they  have  obtained  a  license 
therefor  from  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court  where  the  marriage  is  to 
take  place ;  and  no  such  license  shall  be  granted  to  a  male  less  than 
twenty-one  or  a  female  less  than  eighteen  years  of  age,  without  the 
consent-  of  his  or  her  father,  or,  if  he  be  dead  or  incapable,  of  his  or  her 
mother  or  guardian,  to  be  noted  in  the  license ;  or  unless  the  party  or 
parties  shall  have  been  previously  married. 

Every  clergyman  or  preacher  of  the  gospel  who  shall  solemnize  a 
marriage  shall  make  a  Certificate  thereof,  containing  the  date,  locality, 
name,  surname,  age  and  color  of  the  parties,  date  of  record,  together  with 
the  name,  residence  and  ofticial  station,  of  the  person  performing  the  cere- 
mony, and  file  the  same  together  with  the  license  therefor  within  thirty  days 
with  the  County  Recorder  where  the  marriage  took  place.  The  Recorder 
shall  receive  one  dollar  for  the  record.  For  refusing  or  neglecting  to 
make  such  return,  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  ;  for  joining  partips  in 
marriage  without  said  license,  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars. 

Unmarried  persons  cohabiting  together  as  husband  and  wife  may  be 
married  without  a  license  ;  but  clergymen  shall  make  a  record  thereof  in 
the  Church  Register. 

For  wilfully  making  a  false  return  of  any  marriage,  or  pretended  marriage, 
the  fine  is  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  ten  thousand  dollars, 
with  imprisonment  not  less  than  three  months  nor  more  than  ten  years. 

KANSAS. 

Every  clergyman  may  perform  the  ceremony  of  marriage. 

Whoever  scjicmnizcs  a  marriage  contrary  to  law  shall  be  fined  or  impris- 
oned, or  both  ;  if  he  pleads  guilty,  the  fine  to  be  not  less  than  one  hundred 
nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  and  the  imprisonment  not  over  five 
years. 

No  male  under  twenty-one  or  female  under  eighteen  years  of  age  shall 
be  joined  in  marriage  without  the  consent  of  parents  or  guardian.  Fine 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  for  non-compliance  herewith. 

Every  person  solemnizing  marriages  shall  keep  a  record  thereof,  and 
within  three  months  send  a  Certificate  thereof,  containing  christian  and 
surname,  to  the  Clerk  of  the  county  where  the  marriage  took  place.  A 
forfeit  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  failure  to  comply  herewith.  The 
Clerk  to  receive  fifty  cents  for  the  record,  to  be  paid  by  the  parties. 


Any  person  authorized  to  solemnize  marriages  making  a  false  return 
wilfully,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisoned 
not  less  than  three  months. 

NEBRASKA. 

Every  licensed  or  ordained  preacher  of  the  gospel  may  perform  the 
ceremony  of  marriage. 

License  from  the  Probate  Judge  of  the  county  where  the  marriage  is  to 
take  place  must  be  first  obtained. 

No  particular  form  of  marriage,  except  that  the  parties  shall  declare  in 
the  presence  of  the  minister  and  at  least  two  attending  witnesses  that  they 
take  each  other  for  husband  and  wife. 

The  minister,  on  request,  to  give  each  party  a  Certificate  under  his  hand, 
specifying  names,  ages,  residence  of  parties,  the  names  and  rcsitLncc  of  ■ 
at  least  two  witnesses,  and  the  time  and  place ;  and  shall  witliiii  three 
months  make  and  deliver  to  the  Probate  Judge  of  the  county  where  the 
marriage  took  place  a  Certificate  containing  the  same  jiarticulars.  For 
neglecting  to  return  the  same  to  the  Judge,  or  for  undertaking  to  join  otliers 
in  marriage  not  being  legally  authorized  so  to  do,  or  knowing  of  some 
legal  impediment,  or  for  knowingly  and  wilfully  returning  a  false  Certificate 
to  the  Judge,  there  is  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  im- 
prisonment not  exceeding  one  year. 

NEVADA. 

Any  ordained  minister  of  any  religious  society  or  congregation  of  the 
State  who  has  or  may  obtain  a  license  from  the  District  Court  to 
join  persons  together  as  husband  and  wife  may  solemnize  marriages,  as 
long  as  he  shall  continue  a  regular  minister  ifi  such  society  or  congrega- 
tion. This  license  shall  be  jiroduced  to  County  Clerk  where  he  may 
solemnize  the  marriage. 

Any  male  less  than  twenty-one  and  female  less  than  eighteen  years  of 
age,  shall  first  obtain  the  consent  of  the  father  if  living  and  capable,  if 
not,  of  the  mother  or  guardian,  before  being  joined  in  marriage. 

The  parties  shall  first  obtain  a  license  to  marry  from  the  County  Clerk 
where  they  or  one  of  them  reside  ;  if  they  do  not  reside  in  the  State, 
from  the  Clerk  of  any  county  in  the  State. 

There  is  no  particular  form  of  solenmization  of  marriages,  except  that 
the  parties  shall  declare  in  presence  of  the  minister  and  of  at  least  two 
witnesses  besides  the  minister  that  they  take  each  other  for  husband  and 
wife. 

Minister  shall  give  to  each  of  the  parties,  on  request,  a  Certificate 
specifying  names  and  residence  of  the  parties,  of  at  least  tw'o  witnesses, 
and  the  time  and  place  of  marriage. 

Minister  shall  make  a  record  of  the  marriage,  and  within  three  months 
deliver  to  the  Recorder  of  deeds  of  the  county  where  the  same  took  place, 
a  Certificate  under  his  hand  specifying  the  same  particulars  as  in  the 
Certificate  given  to  the  parties.  Minister  shall  pay  one  dollar  to  such 
Recorder  to  be  collected  from  the  parties.  For  neglecting  to  deliver  such 
Certificate  duly,  the  fine  is  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars; 
for  making  a  false  Certificate,  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars, 
or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both  ;  for  undertaking  to  join 
persons  in  marriage  not  being  lawfully  authorized  so  to  do,  or  when  any 
legal  impediment  exists,  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  and  impris- 
onment till  the  same  be  paid. 

OREGON. 

Marriages  may  be  solemnized  by  any  minister  or  priest  of  any  church  or 
congregation  in  the  State,  any  where  in  the  State.  No  particular  form  of 
solemnization,  except  that  the  paities  shall  assent  or  declare  in  the 
presence  of  the  minister  and  at  least  two  witnesses  besides  the  minister 
that  they  take  each  other  for  husband  and  wife. 

Ministers  shall  give  each  of  the  parties,  if  required,  a  Certificate  speci- 
fying the  names  and  residence  of  the  parties,  and  of  the  said  two  witnesses, 
the  time  and  place  of  the  marriage,  the  date  of  the  license,  and  by 
whom  issued ;  and  within  one  month  shall  deliver  to  the  County  Clerk 
where  the  marriage  took  place  a  Certificate  containing  the  same  facts,  and 
shall  pay  the  Clerk  for  the  record,  the  amount  to  be  collected  from  the 
parties.  For  refusing  or  neglecting  to  deliver  to  the  Clerk  the  Certificate, 
duly,  fine  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  every  five  days 
of  such  neglect  or  refusal. 

Parties  must  first  obtain  a  license  from  County  Clerk  where  the  female 
resides,  which  shall  not  i.ssue  without  the  written  consent  of  the  parent 
or  guardian,  if  the  male  is  less  than  twenty-one  or  the  female  less  tlsan 
eighteen  years  of  age  ;  nor  in  any  case  unless  the  male  is  eighteen  and  the 
female  fifteen  years  of  age.  If  cither  of  the  parties  has  no  parent  or  guardian 
within  the  State  and  the  female  has  resided  within  the  county  where  the 
license  is  applied  for  six  months  next  preceding  the  application,  a  license 
may  be  issued  without  such  consent. 

The  person  solemnizing  the  marriage  may  retain  in  his  possession  the 
license. 

If  any  person  authorized  to  join  in  marriage  other  persons,  within  this 
State,  .shall  willfully  or  knowingly  marry  or  attempt  to  join  in  marriage 
any  white  person  and  a  negro,  Chinese,  or  any  person  having  one  fourth 
or  more  negro,  Chinese  or  kanaka  blood,  or  more  than  one  half  Indian 
blood,  he  shall  be  imprisoned  not  less  than  three  months  nor  more  than 
one  year,  and  be  fined  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than 
one  thousand  dollars. 

Any  person  undertaking  to  join  persons  in  marriage,  knowing  he  is  not 
authorized  so  to  do,  or  contrary  to  law  shall  be  imprisoned  not  more  than 
one  year,  or  fined  not  more  than  five  hundred  nor  less  than  one  hundred 
dollars.
